Deaths of Randall 
and Carroll Probed 


by Coroner's Jury

A jury, impanelled by Coroner 


Dr. C. M. Frye of Whitcside coun- 
ty Saturday afternoon found that 
Walter Charles (Buck) Randall, 51, 
and James Carroll, 67, had been 
killed by being struck by the Chi- 
cago * North Western fast mail 
train at about 12:25 o'clock Satur- 
day morning- near the Avenue A 
crossing, about a block west of 
the Sterling passenger station. 


As was announced in Saturday's 


Telegraph the mutilated bodies of 
the men were found by a switch- 
ing crew at 1:30 a. m. It developed 
at the inquest that Randall had 
stopped at the depot after mid- 
night for a match and it is pre- 
sumed they were walking west on 
the 'tracks en route' to Randall's 
rooming house in the 300 block 
on Wallace street. 


The train crew .was unaware the 


men had been struclc until the 
train was stopped at Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, for refueling. 


HoOies Mangled 


• Randall . was 
decapitated 
and 


both • legs severed and Carroll's 
head was so battered that he was 
identified only by a scar on the 
bridge of the nose. His legs also 
were severed. 


Randall was born Nov. IS. 1892. 


at Amboy. the son of William and 
Alice Randall. He moved to Ster- 
ling about 1910. He was married 
Feb. 10, 1917, to Flossie Owens, 
who died several years ago. He 
was employed as a brakeman on 
the Chicago and XorthWestern 
railroad for 20 years until he ter- 
minated his employment with the 
railroad 12 years ago.

The office of price administra- 


tion Saturday ordered price ceil- 
incs for used automobiles to go in- 
to'cffcct July 10. The older ap- 
plies both to dealers and to piivatc 
persons selling the family 
car. 


There will be two sets of ceilings, 
one covering car? sold "as is" and 
one applying to cars sold with a 
warranty attached alter having 
been put in good condition. Prices 
will be on a level of those existing 
in January, 1911. 


Since the war stopped the man- 


ufactuic of new automobiles prices 
for used cars have soared.

Diicctor Bowles 
in issuing the 


order said that in some parts of 
the country "used cars three years 
old bring today two or thicc times 
niorc than similar cars bought be- 
fore the war."

France. June 7—(Delayed)—The 
rugged, independent peasants of 
Normandy, 
who 
refused 
to 


knuckle under to German auth- 
ority, are overjoyed at the arrival 
of the American?. 


There arc 1,900 civilians still 


living in a village, from 
which 


the doughboys today cleared the 
last snipers.'digging them out ot 
basements, 
churches, 
bedrooms 


and shops from which they were 
firing through windows at our ad- 
vancing troops. 
Most 
civilians 


fathered in a large farmhouse at 
the edge of town to escape the 
fighting in the streets. 


Artillery Silent 


Despite the fact thai Germans 


were sniping from civilian homes, 
only one civilian was killed. The 
lack of more civilian casualties 
could be attributed largely to the 
fact that the artillery did not op- 
en fire on 
the 
houses. 
Men, 


women and children gathered in 
the farm yard to chat with the 
troops, stopping to get watci^from 
a pump which was kept busy all 
day. 
' Monsieur Hubert, Mayor of the 
town, said the Germans with few 
exceptions treated the people ica- 
sonably well if they did what the 
nazis ordered. The men were all 
forced to work for the German 
Army three 
days 
a week, and 


most of them were employed In 
the "past months 
helping 
build 


beach obstacles, pillboxes, block- 
houses and dugouts, which failed 
to stop 
the doughboys' 
assault 


across the beaches yesterday. 


Germans Act. Correctly 


Unlike the Germans in North 


Africa. Sicily and Italy ,thc Ger- 
man's who were driven out of this 
sector paid for what 
they got 


from the farmers and townspeo- 
ple, and under strict orders, acted 
very correctly. 


The mayor said there was one 


rape and one robbery committed 
by the soldiers, but the perpetra- 
tors were not Germans. He'said 
the people of this sector, which Is 
a rich farmland specializing in 
dairy products, have plenty to 
cat." But they arc eager for such 
luxuries as sweets and cigarettes. 


The Germans didn't disturb the 


herds of cattle and few of the ani- 
mals were killed during the fight- 
ing.
